world. 

Many were loud jn their denunciations 
against the Book of Mormon, and the pe- 
culiar tenets of ,our faith in the Deity;

few, whose uncompromising zeal for the 
cause stimulated them to action; and, 
amid the demoniac scoffs of enemies, 
they firmly breasted the storm of unpre- 
cedetited persecution, and stood undaun- 
ted im defence’ of'the. principles they had 
espousod.
